Mathematics is a field that many 
people fear and dread to even think 
about, but for some it is a challeng¬ 
ing and rewarding career choice. 
Through the years a higher percent¬ 
age of males have entered the field, 
but now more women are choosing 
math as a career. At Southwest, two 
of the four math majors are female. 
Math majors can ultimately become 


teachers, work in banks or other 
industries, or become actuaries. 

Students who make a B or better 
in high school math courses, includ¬ 
ing Algebra I, II, Geometry and 
Advanced Math, and who enjoy 
math can usually enroll in the col¬ 
lege’s math courses with a good 
foundation.

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Future scientists have an array 
of courses to choose from: biology, 
microbiology, zoology, chemistry, 
anatomy and physiology, and 
physics. Zoology, taught by Dr. 
Bob Burrows, is a fairly new 
course. Among majors that re¬ 
quire science courses are pre¬ 
pharmacy, pre-veterinary, pre-en¬ 
gineering, computer science, den¬ 
tal hygiene, physical therapy, res¬ 


piration therapy, occupational ther¬ 
apy, wildlife management, and nurs¬ 
ing. 

With the enrollment growing an¬ 
nually, the college has increased the 
number of both classes and labs. In 
the last five years, three additional 
biology classes and seven biology lab 
sessions have been offered.

Dwayne Martin attended Salem High School, located in Walthall County, 
Mississippi, about ten miles from Tylertown. Salem is a rural, single A school with 
very limited funds.

It wasn’t until three weeks before school started that I changed my major to music. 
Mr. Whittington invited a professional percussion teacher from Texas who worked 
with the Ludwig Company to do a percussion clinic. From the second day of that 
clinic, I knew this was what I wanted to do. 

When I told the teacher, Brian Callahan, that I wanted to pursue a degree in 
percussion, he told me of a school that he had started for just this purpose. So I plan 
to go to Texas next year to a university while studying percussion under Mr. 
Callahan. Then I plan to come back to Mississippi, possibly to teach percussion in 
the area.”
